Twenty-nine
and one-half cents will be the apportionment for
each child for the year 1844; but if State Bonds
were issued for the amount of interest due the Board
of Education, and this added to the principal, in¬
stead of $991,000, it would be $1,142,880 ; and in¬
stead of 29j cents per child, it would then be 35
cents.
